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A GOOD PROJECT 


Improvement of Tulare county's Balch park area by creation of 
two lakes on Bear creek, and general renovation of the camp site is an 
excellent project from several points of view. 

First: Desirable mountain country that is already opened by roads 
is being made more attractive to the "tourist trade’. 

Second: Anything that draws tourists becomes a source of "new" 

~ money, and that new money becomes quite a substantial annual figure, 
what with Californians on wheels and looking for places to go. 

Third: A close-to-home recreation area will be provided for 
“local use. 

These points are all on the positive side of the ledger, as is one 
other points — financing. The county of Tulare has budgeted $2,000 
for construction of dams that will form the two lakes; prison labor has 
been made available through the State Department of Corrections; 
engineering work, job supervision and equipment are coming through 
the Tule River Soil Conservation district; the State Division of Fores- 
try — with state park area surrounding the county's Balch park — is 
cooperating all along the line. 

In short, a number of agencies and individuals are working to- 
gether to develop an excellent, all-year recreation area at a cost that 
is certainly well within reason. 


The Balch Park area is in beautiful, Redwood country, it has an, 
interesting historical background, it is one of the jumping off places 
for trail trips into the high Sierra. 

Major drawback has been lack of water; Bear creek is not large 
enough to accommodate too many fishermen; the Tule river, within 
walking distance, has not provided much fishing in recent years, so 
while Balch park has offered scenic attractions, it has not offered much 
in the way of activities. 

There is already tentative agreement with the Southern Tulare 
County Sportsmen's association and the state fish and game depart- 
ment to keep the new Balch park lakes stocked with catchable trout; 
it is likely that planting activity can be stepped up on the north fork 
of the Tule in the Balch park area; as improvements are made, it is 
also possible that there will be commercial activity in the park — a 
store, planned entertainment and other things that will make the park 
more attractive to the outdoor tourist, and to “local tourists" as well. 

And while we're on the subject, might we also suggest that super- 
visorial district boundary lines be changed to put Balch Park, and the 
road in, under the First Supervisorial district, since it is naturally re- 
lated to the First and Fifth districts much more than to the Second 
district in which it is now located. : 

All-in-all, it looks like Balch park is “coming alive": and that will 
be good for all concerned.

traffic accidents. The injuries and 
deaths resulting from such acci- 
dents cannot be recompensed. The 
costs of medical care and property 
damage can be, either directly ‘by 
the parties concerned or through 
insurance. 


For several years, California hay 
had a law requiring every driver 
involved in an automobile §acci- 
dent which results in injury or 
property damage to prove his ‘‘fi- 
nancial responsibility” either by 
posting bond or demonstrating 
that he carries liability insurance, 
as protection for the other parties 
involved. Most auto owners car- 
ry such insurance, but recently as- 
sertions have been made that 
many drivers do not, and are oth- 
erwise financially ‘4irresponsible’’. 
An Assembly subcommittee on 
& accident consequences was 


set up to study the situation and 
to recommend improvements 
the law, if any are needed. 


in 


According to information furn- 
ished this committee, about one 
driver out of seven carries no in- 
‘surance. This proportion is in- 
i creasing because of the rising costs 
of automobile liability insurance. 
More and more drivers involved in 
accidents are finding that the oth- 


er driver is uninsured, and so must 
go to court to recover damages. 
In many instances, court action is 
useless because the other driver 
has no assets. 


The subgroup was informed that 
while a number of insurance com- 
panies are trying to cover this gap 
in the protection afforded by the 
financial responsibility law by 
adding various. broadening ‘‘en- 
dorsements” to their policies, such 
policy improvements cover but a 
small part of the total ioss caused 
by uninsured drivers. 


“ 


Several suggestions have been 
advanced as to how the problem 
should be solved. One is that car- 
rying automobile liability insur- 
ance be made compulsory, and that 
no one be permitted to drive with- 
out it. Another is that a special 
fund be established to pay drivers 
who win judgments against others 
but cannot recover from them. A 
few states have enacted laws of 
this type. A third would set up 
|an auto accident compensation 
fund, like workmen’s compensa- 
tion, to pay limited damages re- 
gardless of who was at fault. 
| At its recent meeting the sub- 
committee was told by insurance 
company and automobile associa- 
|

tion spokesmen that our present 
financial responsibility law is 
working fairly well, so that there 
is no need for a compulsory insur- 
ance law. What is needed they 
said, is constant improvement in 
traffic accident prevention, so as 
to reduce the number of accidents. 
Others recommended that the subs 
group study thoroughly the need 
for broader auto liability policies 
and for a state: “unsatisfied judg- 
ment fund’, from which to pay 
those involved in accidents with 
uninsured drivers.

How to buy potatoes: Your 
produce man usually has potatoes 
in bulk displays, or packaged in 5, 
10, 15, or 25-pound bags. In mak- 
ing your own selection you have 
the advantage of choosing pota- 
toes. similar in size and shape. You 
may prefer to buy them this way 
when the potatoes are to be served 
whole. Potatoes in bags may vary 
in size and shape — and are usu- 
ally cheaper in price. ‘You can 
sort them at home and use the ir- 
regular ones for dicing and mash- 
ing. Plan on three potatoes of 
medium size to a pound. Fresh 
potatoes almost always cost less 
than the processed, but there are 
a number of good: prepared or 
semi-prepared potato products on 
the market. 

Canned potatoes are good for 
easy, quick meals. Several styles 
of canned potatoes are available— 
read the label to be sure you are 
getting what you want. 

Frozen potatoes are another 
convenient form. The label on the 
package tells how frozen potatoes 
are prepared—French fried, whip- 
ped, shredded, or diced. Frozen 
French fries are one of the ten 
best selling food items. 

Dehydrated potatoes come in the 
form of granules or flakes. Dehy- 
drated potatoes are cooked before 
drying. They are prepared quickly 
by mixing in hot liquid. Be sure 
to read the label for instructions. 

Mashed potatoes are served more 
often than potatoes in any other 
form. Next in order are boiled, 
fried, baked, and creamed. You 
can use those different sized and 
shaped potatoes for mashing.

a river or stream, the property 
line is generally to the middle of 
the flow (or dry bed) or it may 


on the other side. In this event 
the land owner would own all the 
river or creek. The land owner 
then would have the right to pro- 
hibit trespass even with a boat. 
Actually he could install a fence 
if he wanted to and it certainly 
has been done in some cases. 

Exceptions to this are where the 
waters have been declared navi- 
gable by the legislature but the 
only waters coming under this 
category in the entire San Joa- 
quin valley is the San Joaquin 
river from Sycamore Point (below 
the Herndon bridge) to its mouth. 

One other exception would be 
where the board of supervisors 
have declared the waters of the 
county public highways for the 
purpose of fishing under Sections 
25660 - 25662 of the Government 
Code as in the case of Tuolumne 
county. 

Waters that flow through pub- 
lic property such as~- the forest 
service would generally be open to 
fishing. 

In the case of Merced county 
and the river there, apparently it 
is privately owned and any use 
thereof is at the pleasure of the 
land owners on either side. 

The only public land in that 
county is bureau of land manage- 
ment with only 11,740 acres, prob- 
ably all used for grazing and no 
doubt surrounded by private prop- 
erty and,therefore not available 
for public use, bureau of reclama- 
tion, 873 acres for canals, etc., 
plus the. state owned Los Banos 
Waterfowl Management Area and 
federally owned Merced Water- 
fowl] Management area. 

Just to keep the records straight 
the fish and game department does 
enforce trespass regulations ap- 
plicable to any co-operative hunt- 
ing arrangements made with land 
owners as in the cuse of the Mer-

USE OF LINT CLEANERS NOT ALWAYS 
PROFITABLE PRACTICE IN GINNING

VISALIA, Sept. 4 — Contrary 
to the belief of many cotton pro- 
ducers and gin operators, use of 
lint cleaners is not always a pro- 
fitable practice in ginning ma- 
chine-picked cotton based on find- 
ings of a study completed on Cali- 
fornia gins. 

Cleaning high grade cotton fre- 
quently results in reduced bale 
value through weight loss that 
more than offsets any increase in 
price per pound, according to a 
report by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture of a study of 
the effects of lint cleaning on ma- 
chine-picked cotton in California 
gins. 

On the other hand, says the re- 
port, if lint is trashy but has good 
color, lint cleaning should increase 
the returns to farmers. In sea- 
sons like 1957-1958, when high 
grade cotton is scarce and prem- 
iums for grade are unusually large, 
lint cleaning should be quite pro- 
fitable on all cotton that might 
grade up through strict low mid- 
dling. 

One of the principal conclusions 
of the United States department of 
agriculture study is that. selective 
use of lint cleaners would be a 
highly desirable development in 
the ginning industry and it would 
offer a real opportunity for in- 
creased returns to cotton growers.

tials for the various grades should 
be taken into account. 


When premiums and discounts 
for grade are high, lint cleaning 
is most likely to be profitable for 
grades ranging down from strict 
low middling. The economic ad- 
vantage of cleaning higher grades 
is always questionable. 

Lint cleaning is a relatively new 
process and its effects on cotton 
properties have not yet been fully 
assessed. But lint cleaning has 
been accepted widely by cotton 
growers and ginners as a way to 
increase bale values. Also, once a 
lint cleaner is installed in a gin, 
ginners have preferred to use it on 
all bales ginned in order to sim- 
plify the operations, and growers 
have not, objected. 

Textile men tend to be more 
critical of the effects of lint clean- 
ing. Some say that excessive ma- 
chining at the gin decreases fiber 
length uniformity and that it 
breaks up the remaining trash 
into small particles which become 
compacted with the fiber. They 
claim that, as a result, processing 
costs at the mill are increased and 
product quality is lowered.
